An active and prosperous 
merchant helps to make conditions favor- 
able for other people, engaged in all lines 
of business. 

When the merchants of a city agree 
as to what business hours would give 
them the chance to draw the greatest 
amount of trade possible to their stores, 
enlightened self-interest suggests that 
other residents of the city should accept 
their judgment and approve the arrange- 
ments they propose, 

Edmonton needs more business. Its 
merchants are the men who will have to 
be depended upon to attract the extra 
trade. The least the citizens can do in 
reason is consent to remove the restric- 
tions which the merchants say are pre- 
venting them rendering that service.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr, Frank MeCoy 


DRESSING FOR WINTER 

The big problem in dressing for the winter 
months is to adapt your clothes so that while indoors 
you will never be over-heated or uncomfortable, and 
when out of doors you will be warmly clad, Offices 
and yomes are usually kept a5 warm #85 @& balmy sum- 
mer day, while the outside weather may be near the 
freezing point, so thal unless one dresses properly, one 


will be overheated indoors and inadequately heated 
out of doors 
One of the best ways to dress for the winter 


months is to accustom yourself to wearing either or- 
dinary underwear or a moderate welght of knit un- 
derwear. In this way you will not be too warm while 
in the hour bul on going out of doors where you 
have to face the biting cold, you should plan to wear 
yood warm heavy outer garments, @ palr of warm 
gloves to protect the fingers from getting numb and 
cold, aud a searf or muller to protect the throat 
You will find that wearing more of the warm cloth- 
ing externally will proteet you from the blasts of 
winter and has the great advantage that when you 
come again into a warm room you may easily ree 
move your heavy outer wraps and be comfortable near 
the fire 

Many woimen insist on wearing thin silk hose even 
in the coldest weather, but if they do insist on doing 
this they should at least be sure that they have a 
pair of warm overshoes which cling snugly around the 
ankles to keep the feet warm, While it is wise to 
keep the skin warm at ail times, it is not heashy 
to be overheated, as thy reduces the tone of the 
skin and causes a sight sweat all over the body 
so that when we go out into the cold chillness may 
oceur, 

If the skin has been over-clothed for years it 
soon Joses ils power of reac'iug against the cold. A 
good reaciion means, for example, if you take a cold 
bath and rub the skin well it turns rosy and warm, 
If the skin has been coddled for months, it no longer 
reacts and a person is apt to catch cold every time 
he sits in a draft. You should form the habit of 
rubb.ng the skin vigorously every day to bring a good 
flow of blood to the surface, ‘Take a warm shower 
bath and gradually make the water cool until you 
get a good reaction, After the bath, scrub the skin 
well with a course towel, In this way the skin can be 
given a better circulation of blood Wo keep it warm 
when one ventures out into the cold, 

Those suffering from cold feet during the winter 
will find it advisable to change to slightly heavier 
woolen hose. However, cold hands and feet are due 


to poor circulation and one should attempt to over- , 


come this by taking vigorous physical culture exer~- 
cises. We should learn not to over-dress for the cold, 
Think of the children in Switzerland who are hard- 
ened until they are able to play in the snow perfectly 
nude except for a loincloth, The cold season should 
brace us up. ‘The cold is good for us. The zip of the 
winter season should give us added strength for suc- 
cess and fun, Don't lose all of the finest effects of 
bracing weather because you keep yourself bundled 
up like @ cocoon, ‘The days of the long red flannel 
underwear which itched and seratched should be 
gone forever, ess yourself in the modern fash- 
jon and enjoy better health.

| Talkies 
By GLENN FRANK 


I have before me a letter from a 
teacher who is a reader of this 


column, asking me to say what the 


best educational Judgment has to 
say about the value of the talking 
film as a new instrument of edu- 
cation, 

Harry D. Kitson, of Columbia unl- 
versity, has probably come as near 
as anyone to @ sweeping summary 
of the case for the talking films in 
education. In The Nation's Schools 
for May, 1930, Mr, Kitson presents 
a long paper on this problem in 
which the following claims are made, 
and I think justly made, for the 
talking film in schools: 

(1) It will prove a useful supple- 
ment alike to text-book and to 
teacher. 

It will not wholly take the place 
of either. It can, however, bring the 
text-book to life, and it can relleve 
the teacher from the merchandising 
of information, leaving his energies 
free for the higher role of guide in 
the learning process and giving him 
more time Yor attention to individual 
pupils, 

(2) It will improve the quality of 
instruction, 

At every point where the talking 
film proves at all usable, it can 
present instruction by the masters 
instead of by the mediocre upon 
which we must all too often lean, 

(3) It will make possible frequent 
repetition of materials, where de-

AT LAST AN ALL-CANADA 
HIGHWAY 


At last the dream of a trans-con- 
tinental highway across Canada 
seems to be wi hn measurable dis- 
tance of realiza ‘on, according to 
reports from Winnipeg, where the 
national gathering of Tourists and 
Convention Bureaus is being held. 
Representa‘ives of bo'h Federal 
and Provincial Governments gave 
positive assurance that their prin- 
clpals were cach comm tted to the 
construction of their sections of the 
great road, The most important an- 
nouncement was that the Federal 
Government would give dollar for 
dollar to each of the provinces for 
the completion of the road through 
their respective territories. The las’ 
Mon tn the path—not a very large 
one perhaps, but uncommonly vic- 
ious—-has apparently been overcome 
by the prom se of the On ario Gov- 
ernment to build two highways in- 
stead of one through Northern On- 
tario, One of these roads will run 
west from Cochrane through Ka- 
puskasing and the “clay belt”, the 

north and wes of Bault Ste 
rie and around the north shore 
Lake Superior. Each of these 
routes has had a determined body 
of advocates who have been, figura- 
lively speaking, at each others’ 
throats ever since the transcontin- 
ental highway acras On ario 
seemed about to be real'zed. ‘The 
Ontario Government, realizing, no 
doubt, that it would make a lot of 
bad friends if il confined itelt lo 
building elther one of the two 
routes, has taken the safest, if 
mush more expensive, way out of 
the difficulty. 

Wh'je the project of a modern 
manner, whe'her actually paved 
all way or not, from coast to 
coast seems a very ambitious and 
costly undertaking in the presen’ 
circumstances in this country, the 
cost of the ac ual completion of the 
road will not be high and the fd- 
eral contribution should no!, there- 
fore, bear too heavily on the tax- 
payers, There remains to be com 
ploted a surpriz ngly small mileage, 
as for years the various provinces 
have been bullding trunk roads 
which, in most Ins‘ances, have been 
pushed well up to thelr resp ctive 
boundaries, What remains lo be 
bull will no doub* be the most ex- 
pensive sections, the roules through 
Northern Onlaro (notably the see- 
tion out along the porthery end of 
Lake Superior) and the uncomplet- 
ed portion of the Brilleh Columbia 
road, bu! the division of the expen- 
dire between the Federal and 
Provincial treasuries will keep the 
cost to each within reasonable f'g¢- 
ures.

A Spaperecy reduction of five cents 
a bushel on all grains shipped out 
and being shipped from the Peace 
River territory is asked by the Grande

On New Year's eve, when the 
guards were al] drunk, Mayer escaped, 
along with one Hyman, a London 
leather exporter, and four or five oth- 
ers, Mayer hid in the village with a 
man named Dreevers and was finally 
given a parole out of the country, as 
was Ottewell, after he had been kept 
in solitary confinement for two days, 
court-martialled, threatened with 
death, and finally given six hours to 
leave. He got a safe-conduct from 
Riel too, but it was taken from him 
at the border by some guards who 
kept him prisoner for two days on the 
Manitoba-Minnesota line and finally 
turned him loose. He worked his way 
east and came back with Sir Garnet 
Wolseley’s force, but there was no 
fighting, and it was not before 1886 
after the second and more bloody Riel 
rebellion, that Riel was taken and 
hanged,

The late George T, Stallings was 
signed to manage the Giants’ local 
riyals that fall, and he proceeded to 
put on a drive that landed his men 
in the fifth noteh, The “Highland- 
ers” continued to improve in 1910 and 
were holding second position when 
Stallings unexpectedly was deposed 
in favor of the notorious Hal Chase 

Reasons for the dismissal of Stall- 
ings never were made known by the 
owners of the club.
